REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Having carefully considered the progress of the schools in 
Epsom the past year, in accordance with the state law, the 
Board of Education presents the following report: . 


For the past year we have conducted seven schools—an addi- 
tional one being the one at New Orchard which had been 
closed for several years. While we believe it an advantage to 
have as few schools as possible, yet, owing to expense of trans- 
portation and the number of gmall pupils to be conveyed, it 
seemed advisable to maintain a school at New Orchard during 
the year. 

Our teachers, as a whole, have been competent and untiring 
in their efforts to accomplish good results. We think that the 
town should, as far as possible, take advantage of the state law 
in securing approved teachers. In order to receive the money 
thus contributed, each parent should make every possible effort 
to help in bringing the attendance to the percentage required 
by law. 

During the past year the Gossville schoolhouse has been 
painted both inside and outside. We have also rebuilt the 
chimney at the Center and painted the inside of the school- 
house at New Rye. | 

No change has been made in books except in spelling books. 
The ones used being nearly all completely worn out, a change 
was made to an edition of a more recent date. 

We wish to thank the parents, and those interested in school 
work, who have visited our schools during the past year. 
These visits are of great benefit and encouragement, both to 
teachers and pupils, as they show that others are interested in 
their advancement and proficiency in the different studies which, 
to them, represent many hours of hard and tedious labor. 

The truant officer’s report shows the number of children of 
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school age in town to be 182—seventy-eight boys and fifty- 
four girls. | 

As it is the duty of the school board to recommend the 
amount required for high school tuition, books and supplies, we 
would recommend the same amount as last year—#$350 for 


high school tuition and $150 for books and supplies.
